on the resignation of Francis Lear, esq. and the appointment of Captain Tupman. 



By a Retired Allowance granted to Francis Lear, esq. who held the office of Providore, 
from the 12th April 1815 to the 1st November 1820. The Salary of this office was 
£. 500 per annum ; its duties consisted in the receipt and delivery of the provisions of 
the In-pensioners, and in the payment of the bills of the Contractors for provisions, and 
other disbursements to a large amount. The payment of all money being transferred 
from this officer, by the Board, to the Paymaster, and his responsibility being con- 
sequently diminished, the Governors directed that the Salary of the Providore should 
be reduced to ten shillings per diem on the next vacancy, and Mr. Lear having ex- 
pressed his willingness to resign on receiving such compensation as might be deemed 
reasonable, an allowance of £. 220. per annum was granted to him, causing a present 
saving of £. 97. 10 s. and a future decrease of expense of £.317. 10 s. per annum.
